some  of  the  goods  they  buy.  Pref- 
arenoe  on  lumber,  flah  (both  fresh 
and  asa),  canned  satanon  and  other 
eaanad  flsh,  asbestos,  staio  and  Isad 
Is  maintained.  The  product  ot 
dairy  farms  are  given  free  entry  to 
the  United  Kingdom.  Tlie  duty  to 
be  Imposed  on  foreign  wheat  Is  ap- 
proximately 6  cents  a  bushel. 

Canada  also  gets  free  entry  to 
the  British  market  under  the  Im- 
port Duties  Act  of  1932,  which  im- 
posed the  British  general  tariff. 

TO  iMPOic  onrimt  duties 

Besides  wheat,  the  United  King- 
dom undertakes  to  impose  duties  on 
butter,  apples  and  pears,  raw; 
apples,  canned;  dried  fruits;  eggs 
in  shell;  eoildansed  milk  and  other 
Items,  whieh  lives  to  Canada  greater 
opportunities  in  the  Okl  Land  mar- 
ket. A  quota,  up  to  a  maximum  of 
2,500,000  hundredweight  per  an- 
num, is  granted  on  bacon  and  ham. 

A  4-cents-a-pound  preference  is 
granted  on  copper. 

GIVES  INCREASED  MARGINS 

In  return  for  the  advantages 
off r red,  Canada  grants  new  or  in- 
rreH.sed  margins  of  preference  on 
220  iteni.s  in  the  Canadian  tariff. 
Many  of  thp  items,  previously  duti- 
able at  the  Mrlti.sh  preferential  rate, 
are  transferred  la  the  free  list,  while 
ta  other  aassa  tha  margin  of  pref- 
erenee  is  Inercased  elttier  by  lower- 
ing the  British  preferential  rate  or 
by  increasing  the  Intermediate  and 
general  rates.  Details  are  not  to  be 
announced  imtll  later  but  ofllcial 
under.slanding  between  the  Iron  and 
steel  intere.st,s  are  u.sed  a.s  the  basis 
of  tariff  adju.slment  on  many  Items 
of  t  he  schedule,  not  only  on  primary 
forms  but  such  fabricated  steels  as

Discussing  the  change.  Coinmis- 
Moner  W.  P.  Kennedy  said  that  on 
liie  original  basts  of  $22  a  barrel 
for  draught  beer  the  lloenceee  made 
a  gross  profit  of  115  per  cent,  com- 
pared to  the  board'a  profit  of  26 
per  cent  Hie  board  for  acBM  time 
past  haa  abaorbad  Ineraaaed  Fed- 
eral taxattan  amounting  to  sixty 
asBta  per  barrel.  It  to  now  proposed 
to  recover  this  cost,  leaving  forty 
cents  a  barrel  as  the  eflective  in- 
crease from  which  the  board  will  re- 
ceive some  return. 

The  new  ratio  of  gross  profit  will 
be  104.35  pc.-  cent  for  the  ilcencees, 
and  dO.I  per  cent  to  the  board,  sta- 
tisticians of  the  board  h^ve  worked 
out.  What  the  net  profit  of  the 
licenrees  I.s,  is  not  available  to  the 
board. 

TAX  TWICE  RAISED 

Federal  taxation  was  explained  by 
Mr.  Kennedy  as  the  chief  rea.son  tor 
the  change  On  Jun:  1,  1931.  the 
Dominion  increased  its  sales  tax  on 
beer  from  1  to  4  per  cent,  or  the 
equivalent  of  thirty-five  cents  a 
barrel.  This  was  followed  in  April 
last  by  an  increase  from  4  to  S  per 
cent,  or  twenty-five  cents  ■^'Wmal 
per  barrel,  bringing  th«  total  in- 
arease  abeorbed  by  the  board  to 
elxty  cents  a  barrel  for  draught 
beer.

It  1>  reported  thrt  Um  VMCouver  city  Coun- 
cil has  passed  a  rosnUitlon  asking  that  the 
Finance  Act  be  amended  so  a«  to  permit  re- 
gpMMlble  eorponite  bodlei  to  borrow  from  the 
Dominion  Government  on  the  same  terms  as 
those  enjoyed  by  the  chartered  banks.  An 
vfoment  advanced  by  supporters  of  the  scheme 
is  that  If  a  bank  needing  money  C»n  go  to  the 
Minister  ol  Finance,  deposit  approred  securities, 
bonds  and  the  Ulte,  and  borrow  on  Interest  at 
three  per  cent  a  supply  of  Dominion  notes,  the 
Hune  prlvUege  should  be  accordod  to  •  any 
pr«vlDM  or  any  munlelpalltj  altto  to  pat  «»  the 
Boeessary  collateral. 

The  scheme  has  its  attractive  features.  How 
deUghtful  it  would  be  for  hwMiOd  aldermtn  and 
councillors  If  a  municipality  paying  six  Ptr  cent 
interest  on  funds  suppUed  by  a  charteitdbank 
could,  by  making  the  Dominion  Oovonunon*  ita 
banker,  find  abundance  of  aonoy  at  three  per 
cent!-and  what  a  reUef  it  ffOllMi)e  to  the  tax- 
payer! There  are  drawbaeta,  how*m.  The 
position  of  the  Finance  Minister  would  not  be  a 
happy  one.  It  would  be  bad  enough  in  the  case 
of  the  larger  munlclpaUtlii,  and  stlU  worse  when 
the  smaller  ones  Joined  In  the  hunt  for  <?asy 
Government  money.  AppltrAtioas  for  loans  would 
be  urgently,  very  urgently,  supported  by  the  local 
member  of  Parliament,  and  in  the  event  of  a 
loan  being  refused,  the  argumenU  of  the  local 
member  would  lilrtly  take  the  form  of  threaU  as 
to  what  would  happan  at  tha  next  iniportant 
irote  in  Parliament. 

In  short,  goremmente  are  not  in  a  position  to 
car'ry  on  a  banking  business  successfully  They 
do  not  possess  the  requisite  knowledge  of  local 
conditions,  and  that  peraonal  acquaintance  with 
the  character  and  buslne«  habits  of  borrowers 
which  the  local  bank  manafer,  to  be  succesaful. 
must  assiduously  cultlvaie.  Moreover,  any 
aovernment  would  find  it  extremely  distasteful 
to  put  legal  pressure  upon  a  tardy  municipal 
borrower.  No  Government  llkea  to  be  uin)opular. 
Election  day  Is  never  very  far  away. 

The  advocates  of  government  banking  seem 
to  cherish  the  belief  that  regulatlona  could  be 
framed  In  such  a  rigid  way  as  to  compel  the 
proposed  government  bank  to  refuse  to  loan 
money  except  on  sound  economie  terms.  It  is 
eas>  enough  to  draft  and  enact  laws,  of  course, 
but  experience  has  abundantly  snown  that  in 
the  business  of  banking  the  best  fuanmlee  that 
loans  will  be  Judiciously  made  lies  in  the  per- 
sonal Interest  which  the  banker  feels  in  laying 
out  his  depositor's  money  to  the  best  advantage.

TTie  St.  Lawrence  waterway  project  eaUs  for 
a  ciiunnel  27  feet  d»ep.  Navigation  authori- 
ties are  now  drawing  attention  to  the  limited 
amount  of  tonnage  that  could  use  such  a  way 
to  and  from  the  sea.  It  vonld  only  accommo- 
date five  per  cent  of  ttao  passenger -cargo  ship 
tonnage  engaged  In  overseas  trade;  S8  per  cent 
of  the  faster  cargo  tonnage  (and  15  per  cent  of 
the  vessels),  only  13  per  ( «-ni  of  the  tonnage 
operating  out  of  Montreal  and  Quebec;  40  per 
CJht  of  grain  < trump*  tonnage  operating  out  of 
Montreal,  no  tankers  and  only  IB  per  cent  of  the 
Inter-coastal  tonnage  (eastboundi  could  use  it. 
Viewed  In  a  broad  way,  the  proposed  channel 
would  only  accommodate  vessels  of  the  type  now 
rm'n«>^(\  in  the  kKSl  coastal  trade  and  the 
Muaiier  steamers. 

Kxpert  authority  on  the  subject  says  if  the  St. 
Lawrence  channel  is  to  be  a  fooaass  as  an  invita- 
tion to  sea-going  traffic  as  a  whole  to  use  the 
Improved  waterway,  than  a  33  f^ot  channel 
would  be  required.  Thaf  would  add  immeasure- 
ably  to  the  cost  as  now  estimated.  Moreover, 
through  this  channel,  no  matter  what  Its  depth, 
the  period  of  navigation  would  only  be  six  and 
a-half  months  of  the  year.  Ocean  vessels  are  not 
likely  to  take  any  chance  of  being  caught  In  the 
ice.  It  Is  also  pointed  out  tiiat  since  ocean -going 
vessels  customarily  keep  up  to  a  schedule  it  Is 
unlikely  that  they  will  use  a  waterway  where 
speed  will  have  to  be  reduced  at  least  one-quar- 
ter as  it  would  on  the  way  to  and  from  the  Great 
Lakes.  In  fact.  It  Is  generally  taken  for  granted 
In  marine  clr^es  that  first  class  liners  will  not 
use  the  upper  St.  Lawrence  waterway.  Were  the 
proposed  imprpvements  effected,  lake  carriers 
would  still  determine  grain  rates.  The  argument 
that  the  project  will  lower  these  rates  is  some 
what  far  fetched.  Tht  Ifootraal  Oaastto  points 
out: 

"Tlie  problem  still  persists— where  is  the 
money  to  copie  from  to  pay  for  a  seaway,  which 
cannot.  If  the  experts  are  correct,  be  self-sus 
talning,  but.  after  it  is  completed  must  be  main 
talned  at  public  expense.  The  expert  calculations 
are  that,  taking  the  lowest  estimate  of  construe 
tion  costs,  interest  charges  and  depreciation  of 
|4e,<W04X)0  would  mean  a  taxpayers'  subsidy  to 
the  traffic  using  the  waterway  <as  no  tolls  are 
to  be  charged)  of  something  like  $3.50  per  ton 
The  most  sanguine  expaetation  Is  that  there 
might  be  a  saving  of  four  cents  a  bushel  on  grain 
rates.    Hence,  to  effect  this  economy  of  four 
cents,  the  tax|>ayers  would  have  to  pay  a  subsidy 
of  eleven  cents.   In  the  light  of  this  finding,  Mr 
Woodcock  iin  an  article  contributed  to  The  Wall 
Street  Journal)  says  it  is  of  the  first  Importance 
to  know  'if  the  analysis  of  the  experts  Is  right.' 
They  at  all  events  give  the  bases  for  their  con 
elusions,  and  'something  more  than  rhetoric  is 
necessary  to  refute  them  '    Hitherto  the  advo- 
cates of  the  seaway  have  been  long  on  rhetoric 
and  short  on  reason.'*

is  beinf  dandled  In  the  arms  of  Oom- 
aiunism  into  a  regrowth  of  the  old  order  on  a 
new  scale— to  the  creation  of  such  a  bourgolsle 
as  Russia  never  had.  The  struggle  going  on  there 
is  that  between  the  communistic  spirit  with  the 
Instinct  for  individual  property  and  individual 
use,  and  11m  latter  is  winning.  No  one  is  more 
misinformed  about  what  is  going  on  in 
Russia  than  those  adherents  of  the  Red  Inter- 
nationale otttsMe  the  boundaries  of  the  Soviet 
realm.  They  accept  as  gospel  all  they  learn  from 
the  propaganda  thai  is  disseminated  and  from 
the  instructions  of  their  paymasters  ef  the  basis 
on  which  to  stir  up  strife  in  every  land.  Of  the 
real  forces  at  work  in  Russia  they  know  next 
to  nothing. 

Mr.  Carlo  Scarfogllo,  a  noted  Italian  Journal- 
ist who  has  recently  visited  Leningrad  and  Mos- 
cow, traveled  to  Mljnl  NovfoM  and  In  other 
j)arts  of  the  Volga  country,  has  recorded  his  im- 
pressions In  The  London  Times.  He  has  attempt- 
ed to  dissect  the  real  essence  ef  Russian  affairs  at 
this  moment.  He  .sees  the  Flve-Year  Plan  as 
only  a  secondary  issue,  and  hardly  political 
What  the  Fhre-Tear  Flan  Is  doing  to  *'rapldly  al- 
tering the  lineaments  of  the  communistic- econ- 
omy of  Lenin's  dream."  It  is,  according  to  M. 
■carftuho,  "the  powerful  yeast  whieh  to  makhig 
the  uniform  mass  of  Ru.ssian  humanity  .swell,  de- 
compose and  differentiate  in  a  complete  system 
of  tlasses."  Hie  problem  of  dtotrlbvtlon  for 
labor  in  Ru.s.sia  is  being  .solved  through  complete 
disregard  for  equality.  That  solution  is,  of  course, 
"charaMerlstie  of'  eapltaUsm  and  upsets  the 

whole  communistic  dogma." 

In  effect,  what  is  going  on  in  Russia  is  the 
creation  of  a  bourgototo.  Tlie  labor  seate  and  the 

dtoCrlbution  of  labOf  arcordiVig  to  the  needs  of 
prodBoUOB,  "art  resulting  in  an  exceedingly 
eooiplax  stratlfleatlon,  amounting  to  a  very 

sharply  defined  cla.ss  division  "  This  is  one  of  the 
effects  of  the  Plan.  Thus, "  says  M.  Scarfogllo, 
"new  dlstlnetlen  to  aristatg,  not  economte  but 
moral  It  Is  the  distinction  between  intellectual 
and  manual  labor;  between  the  man  who  works 
for  prodoetlon  behind  a  deeic  and  the  man  who 
works  behind  a  machine.  At  flr^t  Commynlsm 
put  the  former  much  lower  than  the  latter;  the 
Plan  has  forced  the  putting  of  botthon  the  same 
level;  and  the  intrllertual  worker  is  i\ow  by  de- 
grees gaining  the  upper  hand,  as  In  a  full-grown 
bovrgt^e,  and  to  guietly  asserting  hto  right  to 
leader.ship."

UNSEEN  FROM  GROI'ND 
Thus,  neolithic  camps  found  at 
points  such  as  Windmill  Hill  In 
Wiltshire  and  inside  Iron  Age  forti- 
fications at  the  Trundle  can  be  seen 
easily  In  the  aerial  pictures,  though 
all  klndi  of  later  tradD  and  eultl- 
vatloDs  eompletely  obliterate  them 
from  the  sight  of  the  ground  ob- 
server. The  ancient  drele  called 
Woodhenge,  forgotten  for  more  than 
two  thousand  ymn,  la  xorealod  In 
other  pictures. 

Kowledge  of  Stonehenge  ha.s 
grown  considerably  with  the  com- 
ing of  the  alr-bome  camera;  the 
existence  of  concentrically  ditched 
bell -barrows  within  ihe  famous 
circle  and  of  avenues  stretching 
from  Monehenfe  as  far  as  the  River 
Avon  was  first  made  clear  in  this 
way.

traces  have  been  lost  of  theto 
and  rtifathes  in  the  oourea 
than  a  ttaeuaand  years.

The  Creston  reclaaMtlon  plan, 
wharaby  it  is  propofMl  to  bring 
undar  eultivaUon  some  10,000  acres 
o<  land  which  is  now  periodically 
flooded,  is  again  before  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Provmre  Prank  Sta- 
ples, of  Creston.  who  is  responsible 
for  the  propasitlon.  Is  here  present- 
ing his  slews  and  endeavoring  to 
have  his  plans  endorsed. 

There  is  a  considerable  area  in 
the  vicinity  whleh  haa  bean  par- 
tially reclaimed  and  which  la  be- 
ing farmed  upon  rather  a  large 
scale  for  the  production  of  grain 
crops. 

Mr.  Staples  says  that  his  pro- 
poeal  Is  to  divide  the  land  v.hich 
he  has  In  view  for  dyking  into 
forty  or  fifty -arro  farms  with  the 
idea  of  having  rather  more  Inten- 
sive farming  operations  carried  out 
on  the  land.  These  tracts  would  be 
suitable  for  dairying,  for  growing
